Describe the present and original (if known) physical appearance 

The Chicago and Alton Depot is located in the center of the 
Village of Dwight, Illinois, Livingston county. 

Phe depot is of rectangular shape 75 feet long and 25 feet 

wide, with an 18 foot wide concrete platform surrounding it. 

On each end is a canopy extension of 30 feet. Designed by 
Henry Ives Cobb, it is based on a Richardsonian Romanesque style 
and was built in 1891. 

The original gabled roof with the hipped canopy extensions 
was of slate. The foundation is of Joliet stone. The building 
proper is of Bedford blue stone from Indiana. The Bedford stone 
is composed almost entirely of shells which you can see by 

looking very closely using a magnifying glass. 

There are two main cables extending out from each side of the 
depot with four double-hung windows on the ground floor, There 
are two coupled windows with a fanlizht over sach one on the 
second floor with feceing stone above the fanlight with DWIGHT 
carved in it. On the top of each gable is a Quatrefoil ornament. 

There are five doors with lights located above each door, 
two each on the east and west sides and one on the south side. 
There are a total of 20 windows and all but four have lights 
over them. f 

The whole inside was finished originally in oak with an oil 
finish and furniture to match. There were two waiting rooms, 
one at each end with a fire place in each room. The ticket office 
was in the middle of the waiting rooms. The ceilings in the 
waiting rooms were of Catherdal style with open rafters and 
oak wainscoating on the ceiling. The roadmaster had a desk on 
the second floor. 

In 1946 the interior was remodeled to some extent. The fireplace 
in the north end waiting room was torn out. The ticket office 
was made smaller and the entire interior was painted a tan 
and light brown combination. Also, the old slate roof was 
replaced at this time with mulehide sheetins. All new fixtures 
were put in both rest rooms and new flourescent lights were 
installed. 

Since 1946 there has been a false ceiling added, a gas 
furnace installed, and a shed added under the south canopy. 

Just south of the depot is the stone freight office that 
was built about 1892 or 1893. 

Since the last train stopped in May,1971, the maintenance 
has been neglected. It is now being used as an office and storage 
space by the Illinois Centeral Gulf Hailroad. There are several 
broken windows and a new roof is needed.
